San José, CA — El Alcalde 
de la ciudad, Chuck Reed sigue 
buscando la manera de acercarse a 
los habitantes latinos de la ciudad, 
pero más que nada, busca la manera 
de que la ciudad siga siendo de las 
más seguras del país. En esta época 
de recortes presupuestales, que los 
jóvenes no pierdan los apoyos nece- 
sarios en las escuelas, para que, no 
sólo puedan continuar sus estudios 
a nivel preparatoria, sino que se pre- 
paren para acudir a la universidad. 
El está tratando de mantener los 
programas existentes después de 
clases, sobre todo para los alum- 
nos que estudian la secundaria, o 
intermedia. “Queremos enfocarnos 
en esos grados, para mantener los 
programas de centros de tareas”, 
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comentó el Alcalde Reed, “y para 
ello trabajamos con los superinten- 
dentes escolares, para saber cuáles 
son las necesidades de sus alumnos 
y mantener esos programas”. 

Sin embargo, algo que preocu- 
pa al Alcalde es el ingreso de dinero 
a la ciudad. “Parte de nuestros 
ingresos, han disminuido, como 
por ejemplo, el valor de las propie- 
dades y eso hace que el impuesto 
predial disminuya. Otras fuentes 
de ingreso, han bajado también, 
como consecuencia de los recortes 
al presupuesto estatal, nos quieren 
recortar 100 millones de dólares”, 
comentó el Alcalde. No todo se 
pagará en un solo cheque, pero para 
diciembre de este año, de acuerdo 
a Reed, la Ciudad debe de enviar 
un cheque a Sacramento por 20 
millones de dólares y estos saldrán 
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El Alcalde de San José, Chuck Reed 
durante la reunión con los represen- 
tantes de la prensa hispana. 
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del impuesto predial y 75 millones 
de la Agencia de Desarrollo de la 
Ciudad, en dos años “y como es de 
suponer, muchos de los programas 
que patrocinamos, provienen de 
esos fondos, como por ejemplo, el 
desarrollo de la ciudad, el grupo de 
seguridad de la ciudad, la policía, 
y otros proyectos que son capitales 
para la ciudad, así que tendremos 
que suspender o retrazar algunos de 
ellos y aún no sabemos el impacto 
que esto tendrá”, manifestó. 

A pesar de ello, el Alcalde 
Reed, no piensa rendirse ante los 
Legisladores de Sacramento “y 
acudiremos a los tribunales para 
defender ese dinero que le pertenece 
a la Ciudad, porque pensamos que 
es anticonstitucional. No podemos 
gastar esa suma, la reservaremos, ya 
que no sabemos que sucederá en los 
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tribunales. Es demasiado dinero lo 
que nos quieren quitar”, expresó el 
Alcalde Reed. 

Otra preocupación que tiene 
el Alcalde, son las pandillas y el 
crecimiento que se ha dado de ellas. 
Para ello, el apoyo al “Mayor Gang 
Task” es incondicional. “Sabemos 
que los pandilleros están reclutando 
niños y debemos de hacer más acto 
de presencia en las escuelas prima- 
rias para educar a los niños y las 
niñas sobre lo que son las pandillas 
y para eso hemos incrementado el 
presupuesto para esa lucha a un 
millón de dólares”, expresó.

Armados sólo con pancartas y 
esperanza, cientos de campesinos 
del Valle Central de California 
se congregaron a las afueras del 
Capitolio bajo temperaturas que 
rebasaron los 100 grados Farenheit, 
pára pedir al Legislativo una pronta 
solución a la escasez de agua en el 
estado. California experimenta su 
cuarto año de sequía, lo cual ha 
dejado a unos 80,000 campesinos 
sin empleo en 2009 según un estu- 
dio de UC Davis dado a conocer a 
principios del verano.

El Legislativo estatal con 
una ardua tarea 


Con una agenda abarrotada, y después de tres semanas de vaca- 
ciones, el Legislativo estatal regresó al Capitolio dispuesto a resolver 
temas pendientes, como el presupuesto, las prisiones, y la escasez de 
agua. Los legisladores tendrán que redactar detalles sobre la reducción 
de 1,200 millones de dólares de las prisiones estatales, aprobada en 
el plan presupuestario a finales de julio. En los últimos meses, líderes 
demócratas y republicanos, así como el Gobernador Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger, han enfocado sus esfuerzos casi exclusivamente en resolver 
el presupuesto estatal. Entretanto, el Senado estatal aprobó la resolución 
SJR 12, del senador republicano John Benoit que pide al Congreso 
y al Presidente Barack Obama reembolsar el costo por encarcelar a 
delincuentes indocumentados. 

Medidas como la que prohibiría fumar en playas y parques esta- 
tales, así como otra para aumentar el impuesto de productos de tabaco 
para financiar programas de salud, están programadas para recibir 
audiencia en los próximos días.

La falta de seguro afecta a cerca de 47 millones 
de personas en EE.UU. y golpea especialmente a unos 15 millones de 
latinos, que como grupo étnico tiene más riesgos de desarrollar ciertas 
enfermedades crónicas pero, debido a carencias en el sistema, tiene menos 
acceso a servicios de cuidado preventivo. “La salud es clave para nuestra 
comunidad y nosotros hemos estado involucrados desde el principio del 
debate, trabajando con la Casa Blanca y ambas cámaras del Congreso para 
que salga adelante la reforma”, dijo Jane Delgado, Presidenta de la Alianza 
Nacional para la Salud de los Hispanos. 

La meta de Obama es proveer cobertura médica universal y reducir 
los costos de salud, en momentos en que, según la Casa Blanca, cada día 
14,000 personas pierden su seguro de salud, y los costos de los seguros se 
han doblado en los últimos nueve años. Pero el Congreso, que reanudará sus 
sesiones el próximo 8 de septiembre, aún no logra consenso sobre el texto 
de la reforma de salud, que ha provocado una lucha campal entre grupos 
progresistas, que apoyan la “opción pública”, y conservadores que acusan 
a Obama de tratar de imponer un régimen “socialista”. EFE

La crisis económica ha obligado a que cien- 
tos de personas vean en sus jardines la oportuni- 
dad de obtener una despensa saludable y de bajo 
costo. Este año, la venta de semillas de vegetales, 
hortalizas y frutas aumentó casi un 30%, según 
reportaron tiendas especializadas de Colorado 
como Rocky Mountain Seed y Lake Valley Seed. 
Para estos comerciantes, este incremento se debe 
a una razón: los consumidores quieren ahorrar 
dinero a la hora de comer. La organización sin 
fines de lucro National Gardening Association 
(NGA, por sus siglas en inglés) estima que el 
número de hogares con huertos caseros au- 
mentará más del 40% este año. Recientemente, 
esta entidad llevó a cabo una encuesta sobre la 
cosecha de alimentos en más de 2,500 hogares. 
Los entrevistados respondieron que están con- 
siderado cultivar vegetales, frutas y hierbas en 
los patios de sus viviendas; lo que equivale a 
un 19% más que el año pasado. ¿Las razones?: 
Obtener una mejor calidad de producto y ahorrar 
dinero en las cuentas de víveres. 

De acuerdo con los expertos, un huerto 
requiere de tiempo y dedicación. Los primeros 
días son utilizados para la preparación de terreno, 
el uso de “compost” o fertilizante y la siembra. 
Luego, es necesario destinar, diariamente, 20 
minutos a una hora para regar las plantas, des- 
brozar, echar insecticida y mantener el huerto en 
buenas condiciones.

Pese a la condena unánime de 
los Gobiernos americanos al golpe 
de Estado del pasado 28 de junio en 
Honduras, la mayoría de países de 
la región respalda esa decisión solo 
con acciones de carácter diplomático 
y en raros casos incluyen medidas 
económicas, comerciales o de otro 
tipo. Dentro de este panorama, una 
de las naciones que se ha mostrado 
más enérgica con la administración 
de Roberto Micheletti, quien por 


decisión del Congreso sustituyó a 
Manuel Zelaya luego de que este 
fue detenido y expulsado por los 
militares hondureños, es EE.UU. 
Por un lado, el Departamento 
de Estado notificó al anterior em- 
bajador de Honduras, el “miche- 
lettista’ Roberto Flores, que no 
lo reconoce como representante 
legítimo de su país ante la Casa 
Blanca, lo que sí hace con Enrique 
Reina, designado recientemente 
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por Zelaya al frente de la legación 
en Washington. También EE.UU. 
revisa los visados diplomáticos de 
miembros del Gobierno de facto de 
Honduras y los de sus familias y a 
finales de julio revocó los de cuatro 
altos funcionarios, incluyendo al 
ministro de Defensa y al titular del 
Parlamento. Washington suspendió, 
asimismo, la actividad de sus 600 
soldados en la base militar de Soto 
Cano (Honduras) a raíz del golpe y 
la ayuda que beneficia directamente 
al régimen de Micheletti, incluida la 
asistencia militar. 

Pese a todo esto, Micheletti 
dijo en una entrevista que publicó 
el diario local La Prensa que confía 
en que EE.UU. “no va a permitir que 
este pueblo esté en circunstancias 
drásticas”. Sin embargo, la relación 
más difícil es con Venezuela, cuyo 
Presidente, Hugo Chávez, promovió 
desde un principio el retorno de 
Zelaya, anunció que desconocerá el 
mandatario que resulte electo bajo 
este Gobierno, retiró a su embajador 
y suspendió el envío de crudo a ese 
país en el marco de Petrocaribe 
(20,000 barriles diarios). Ante esto, 
Micheletti rompió relaciones con

Brazilian President Luiz 
Inacio Lula da Silva and Mexican 
counterpart Felipe Calderon pro- 
posed the creation of a bilateral 
market “of 300 million consum- 

rs,” which would help both 
countries overcome the global 
slump. “It's inconceivable that a 
country with 110 million inhabit- 
ants (Mexico) and another with 
200 million have trade between 
the two worth a mere $7.4 bil- 
lion” per year, Lula said at a joint 


press conference with the visiting 
Calderon. 

Both presidents agreed that 
a better trade relationship invol- 
ving business leaders of the two 
countries would be an antidote 
to the current crisis and would 
protect Brazil and Mexico against 
future economic turmoil. None- 
theless, they admitted that such 
an achievement would require 
an improvement in the levels of 
“trust” between Latin America's 
two biggest economies, which 
together are worth “70 percent 
of the gross domestic product of 
Latin America,” Calderon said. 

Calderon and Lula said that 
they had agreed to meet twice a 
year to work on “exploiting the 
enormous potential” that exists 
in relations between the two 
countries. Lula said that for years 
“I’ve dreamed of a Mexico more 
focused on Latin America and 
South America, and of a Brazil 
that looks more towards Central 
America, the Caribbean and 
Mexico,” but admitted in order

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Chagall and the artists of the Russian 
Jewish Theater, 1919-1949

The uniqueness of the exhibition, “Chagall and the artists of the 
Russian Jewish Theater, 1919-1949,” currently on-view at San Fran- 
cisco’s Contemporary Jewish Museum is that, while being essentially 
about Chagall and the Jewish theater of that day, the show can’t help 


but also chronicle an important period of theater history, one dominated 
| by experimentation. Unfortunately, 
| the period had been hidden by Soviet 
Authorities for many years. Stalinist 
repression in the late 1930's, brought 
about the end of experimentation in 
the arts, in general, and theater, in 
particular. The exhibition, also deals 
with that period. 

Photos, film clips, videos, draw- 
ings and paintings of costume and set 
designs — some wood sculpted, others 
photographs or drawings make up 
the bulk of a show rich in enormous 
| detail and fullness. Music from vari- 
ous productions the show illustrates is 
| in the background throughout the 
| exhibition. It is in a Klezmer style and 
adds a richness of feeling to the whole 
exhibition. 

As you proceed through the show, 
you can’t help but marvel at the high 
| level of an artistry of sets and costumes that is particularly unique. 
For example, a wood sculpted reconstruction of a synagogue interior 
for the Dybbuk, a play dealing with mystical possession, is strikingly 
Sparse and expressionistic. Departing from the functional aspect gives 
it an added power and highlights the play’s theme, which is one of a 
mystical sensibility. 

The highlight of the exhibition is a recreation of Moscow’s first 
Jewish theater with a series of murals by Chagall completely covering 
| three walls. They are done in Chagall’s signature, colorful fantasy style 
| and are an utter delight. The left wall, the largest mural, sets out in rich 
cartoon-like fantasy a picture of Jewish life of the day in the city and 
village. The opposite wall contains individu- 

als, each of whom represent icons of music, 
dance, theater, and literature. The style here 
is a kind of cartoon-like expressionism. The 
painting of the back wall is startling different 
from the others. Called “Wedding Feast,” it 
is in an abstract style and has a seriousness 
that contrast with the light-heartedness that 
characterize the other walls. 

Because of the unusually large size of 
the exhibition, it may take more than one 
visit to fully appreciate the wealth of detail 
that make it so extraordinary.
